Claim 32, lines 9-10, replace 'alcohol, isopropyl alcohol, glycerol, a polyol, 
hydrogenated starch hydrolysate (HSH), isomalt (palitinit), polyglycerol, maltodextrin, 
starches, polysaccharides, and combinations thereof with -polyol, isomalt, starch, 
polysaccharide, and combinations thereof-. 

Cancel claim 48. 

Replace claim 50 with the following. 

50. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method of claim 49 wherein the 
polyol is polyglycerol. 

Add the following claims. 
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58. (NEW) The method of claim 49 wherein the polyol is glycerol. 

59. (NEW) The method of claim 32 wherein the starch is a 
hydrogenated starch hydrolysate. 

60. (NEW) The method of claim 32 wherein the polysaccharide is 

maltodextrin.
